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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


We do not know that we can do our 
readers any better service this week 
than to publish an abstract of the 
main points in the president’s message. 
It is of such extreme length that it 
connot be published by any of the 
county papers except as a supplement. 

If any capitalist has fondly hoped 
that the depressions of the last month 
would cause the president to abate one 
iota of his determination to enforce 
laws against evildoers, the message 
will disabuse his mind of that idea. 

On the subject of interstate com- 
merce the president favors either a 
national incorporation act or a law 
licensing railway companies to engage 
in interstate commerce under certain 
conditions. The law should be so 
tramed as to give the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission power to pass upon 
the future issue of securities, and pro- 
vide »mple means to enable the com- 
mission to make a physical valuation 
of any railroad, when in its judgment 
it is necessary. If this recommenda- 
tion were enacted into law it would 
prevent stock watering in the future 
and furnish an adequate means of 
squeezing the water out of stocks that 
have already been issued. He inti- 
mates plainly to railroads and all other 
corporations that this control must 
come, subject to limits fixed by the 
federal court, and that it is useless to 
make factious opposition. 

He recommends a modification of 
the Sherman anti-trust law which will 
enable railroads to make agreements 
as to freight and passenger rates at 
competing points, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and in justification of this 
quotes the following significant pass- 
age from a report of the commission: 
“The decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in the Trans-Missouri 
case and the Joint Traffic Association 
case has produced no practical effect 
upon the railway operations of the 
country. Such associations, in fact, 
exist now as they did before these 
decisions, and with the same general 
effect. In justice to all parties, we 
ought probably to add that it is diffi- 
cult to see how our interstate railways 
could be operated with due regard to 
the interest of the shipper and the 
railway with concerted action of the 
kind afforded through these associa- 








tions.” He then comments on this ex- 
tract from the report, as_ follows: 
“This means that the law as con- 


strued by the supreme court is such 
that the business of the country can- 
not be conducted without breaking it.” 

As to the punishment of evildoers, 
he says: “Most certainly there will 
be no relaxation by the government 
authorities in the effort to get at any 
great railroad-wrecker—any man who 
by clever swindling devices robs in- 
vestors, oppresses wage-workers, and 
does injustice to the general public. 
* * * To confer upon the national 
government the power for which I ask 
would be a check upon overcapitaliza- 
tion and upon the clever gamblers who 
benefit by overcapitalization. * * * 
The government is responsible for 








turning on the light, but it is not re- 
sponsible for what the light showed. 
* * * There will not be the slight- 
est let-up in the effort to hunt up and 
punish every dishonest man. But the 
bulk of our business is honestly done.” 
He believes that the anti-trust law 
should be so amended as to forbid only 
the kind of combinations which does 
harm to the general public, and should 
be accompanied by a provision for the 
compulsory publication of accounts 
and the subjection of books and papers 
to the inspection of government 
officials. 

On the subject of currency he insists 
that something should be done to make 
the currency more elastic, but does 
not press any special plan. He sug- 
gests that provision should be made 
for an emergency currency with an 
effective guarantee and under condi- 
tions prescribed by the government, 
based on adequate and approved secur- 
ities, under a heavy tax that will per- 
mit of this currency being issued when 
the demand is urgent and secure its 
retirement when the demand falls off. 

He furthermore suggests that trust 
companies should be placed under the 
same supervision as banks; but says 
that no legislation can possibly be a 
guarantee against the results of spec- 
ulative folly unless by the action of 
the individual, and adds: “When an 
individual mortgages his house to buy 
an automobile he invites disaster. 
And when wealthy men, or men who 
pose as such, or are unscrupulously or 
foolishly eager to become such, in- 
dulge in reckless speculation—espe- 
cially if it is accompanied by dishon- 
esty—they jeopardize not only their 
own future but the future of all their 
innocent fellow citizens, for they ex- 
pose the whole business community 
to panic and distress.” 

On the general subject of the tariff 
he suggests the changes rendered 
necessary by changed conditions, but 
also suggests that the subject cannot 
be taken up effectively when a presi- 
dential campaign is impending, adding, 
“In my mind the wise time to deal 
with the matter is immediately after 
such election.” 

He favors both an income and an 
inheritance tax, and calls attention to 
the progressive inheritance taxes 
levied in other countries, especially in 
Germany and France. He suggests 
that if possible the tax should bear 
more heavily on those residing out- 
side the country than those in it. 

He favors the settlement of indus- 
trial disputes by arbitration, and calls 
attention to the provisions of the act 
of 1898 creating the chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
the commissioner of labor a board of 
mediation in controversies between in- 
terstate railroads and their employes, 
and points to the fact that experience 
has proved its wisdom. He states that 
the next logical step is the creation of 
a board of compulsory investigation in 
cases where mediation fails and arbi- 
tration is rejected. 

He discusses at length the sub- 
ject of capital and labor, closing 
with the following significant state- 
ments: “Swindling in stocks, corrupt- 
ing legislatures, making fortunes by 
the inflation of securities, by wreck- 
ing railroads, by destroying competi- 
tors through rebates—these forms of 
wrong-doing in the capitalist are far 
more infamous than any ordinary form 
of embezzlement or forgery; yet it is 
a matter of extreme difficulty to secure 
the punishment of the man most guilty 
of them and most responsible for 
them. The business man who con- 
dones such conduct stands on a level 
with the laboring man who deliber- 
ately supports a corrupt demagogue 
and agitator, whether head of a union 
or head of some municipality, because 
he is said to have ‘stood by the 
union.’ The members of the business 
community, the educators or clergy- 
men, who condone and encourage the 
first kind of wrong-doing are no more 
dangerous to the community but are 
morally even worse than the laboring 
men who are guilty of the second type 
of wrong-doing, because less is to be 
pardoned those who have no such ex- 
cuse as is furnished either by ignor- 
ance or by dire need.” 

On the subject of agriculture, after 
commending the work of the depart- 
ment, he calls attention to the great 
need of industrial education, the appli- 
cation of science to agricultural prac- 
tice, urges co-operative movements 
among farmers, and closes by suggest- 
ing the advisability of a national sys- 
tem of inspection and grading of grain 
entering into interstate and foreign 
commerce as a remedy for present 
evils from which farmers are suffering. 

He advocates the development of 
inland waterways, beginning with the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. He ad- 
vocates the continuance of the re- 
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clamation work done by irrigation, and 
points out that the opposition to this 
work has come from men who desire 
to exhaust the land for their own im- 
mediate profit without regard to the 
welfare of the next generation, and 
from honest and well-meaning men 
who did not fully understand the sub- 
ject or did not look far enough ahead; 
and that this opposition is now dying 
away as people begin to understand 
how utterly wrong it would be to allow 
a few individuals to exhaust for their 
own temporary personal profit the re- 
sources which ought to be developed 
through use so as to be conserved to 
the common permanent advantage of 
the people as a whole. 

He advocates legislation with refer- 
ence to public lands, the control of 
the range by the government, legiti- 
mate fencing and the prohibition of 
illegitimate. He asks for further leg- 
islation and holds that “the govern- 
ment should part with its title only to 
the actual home-maker, not to the 
profit-maker who does not care to 
make a home. Our prime object is to 
secure the rights and guard. the in- 
terests of the small ranchman, the 
man who plows and pitches hay for 
himself. It is this small ranchman, 
this actual renter and home-maker, 
who in the long run is most hurt by 
permitting thefts of the public land 
in whatever form.” 

He advocates the extension of for- 
estry work, the prevention of the tim- 
ber lands of the country passing into 
the hands of speculators and big lum- 
bering firms who waste the forests. 
He also advocates the acquisition by 
the government of all the forest lands 
in the Appalachian and White Moun- 
tain regions, which are “as ermphati- 
cally national-as the rivers which they 
feed, and which flow through so many 
states before they reach the ocean.” 

He unhesitatingly recommends free 
trade in wood pulp, as_ follows: 
“There should be no tariff on any for- 
est product grown in this country; 
and, in special, there should be no 
tariff on wood pulp; due notice of the 
changes being of course given to those 
engaged in the business, so as to en- 
able them to adjust themselves to the 
new conditions. The repeal of the 
duty on wood pulp should, if possible, 
be accompanied by an agreement with 
Canada that there should be no export 
duty on Canadian pulp wood.” 

He maintains that the government 
should be allowed to “keep the fee of 
the coal, oil, and gas fields in its own 
possession, and to lease the rights to 
develop these under proper regula- 
tions.” 

He recommends to the favorable 
consideration of congress postal sav- 
ings banks, with the primary object of 
encouraging thrift and economy among 
the people and preventing timid de- 
positors from withdrawing their sav- 
ings from the banks: He approves 
of the postmaster general’s recommen- 
dations for an extension of parcels 
post, and adds, “These recommenda- 
tions have been drawn up for the ben- 
efit of the farmer and the country 
storekeeper; otherwise, I should not 
favor them; for I believe that it is 
good policy for our government to do 
everything possible to aid the small 
town and the country district. It is 
desirable that the country merchant 
should not be crushed out.” 

He favors the modification of the law 
permitting the postmaster general to 
make contracts with American mail 
ships. At present he is authorized to 
make a contract at four dollars a 
statute mile for twenty-knot mail 
ships; but inasmuch as these cannot 
at present be used to advantage in 
our trade with South America, Asia, 
and Australia, he recommends that the 
same rate be paid to sixteen-knot 
steamships, or under. He states that 
the profit derived by the Postoffice De- 
partment from these four-dollar-a-mile 
contracts is sufficient to cover the 
maximum actual expenditure involved 
in this recommendation, and believes 
that this alone would give us regular 
trade with these countries. 

He calls attention to the special 
agreement made with Germany, by 
which the existing tariff is continued 
until July 30, 1908, and until six 
months after notice by either party to 
terminate it. While he handles the 
subject somewhat gingerly, he is man- 
ifestly in favor of this reciprocity 
agreement. 

We have in the above given the sub- 
stance of the more important features 
of the president’s message and we are 
satisfied that with the possible excep- 
tion of his recommendation for asset 
currency the farmers of the United 
States will endorse his views, and that 
without regard to party. It is very 
rarely that a president’s message so 
fully and concisely expresses the 
opinions of the average farmer. He 
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has told congress about what the farm 
ers want; but whether they will ado»: 
half of his recommendations is 
tremely doubtful. This present eo; 
gress is more likely to be a “gab fe 
than anything else. 





THE FARM LABOR PROBLEM. 


There is no problem of greater pe; 
plexity or difficulty than that of sec), 
ing labor on the farm and in 
house. As to the house, we give it 
The farmer who has daughters grow 
ing up under the training of a good 
mother is to be congratulated. Th: 
farmer’s wife who has little children 
and is dependent on hired help is to 
be pitied. In a broad way we could 
answer the question as we sometim: 
do at institutes: Raise your own 
help; but that would not fit particula; 
cases by a good deal. The only ing 
that can be done in the house is tg 
make the woman’s work just as lich: 
as possible by giving her every con 
venience that money can buy, and 
every member of the family helping 
her whenever possible. We have 
great sympathy for the farmers’ wives 
who have to cook and wash even for 
hired help and at the same time take 
care of a family of little children 
They are, we think, the hardest 
worked people in the west. 

The problem of hired help on th: 
outside is less difficult, but after a 
a very difficult one. The only wa 
to meet this is by putting a larger pro 
portion of the land into pasture. Unti 
the finances not merely of this natior: 
but of the world re-adjust thems: 
we will not need as much grain as ws 
have in the past, probably not as much 
beef and pork, either; but the proble: 
is to reduce the expense. 

Much can be done by the purchase 
of improved machinery, thus saving 
labor; but after all, the best thing that 
can be done on the farm of a quarte! 
section or over is to put up a good 
comfortable tenant house and employ 
a married man, whose wife can b¢ 
help to the farmer’s wife at least 
times of emergency. 

The same conditions that are like 


to compel us to take lower prices i! 
the future than in the past will give u 
cheaper labor; for it is impossible that 
the present prices of farm labor sha 

continue under present conditions, o1 
under those that seem likely to prevai 
in the near future. If prices for on 
line of labor begin to “rickle down 


they will on all other lines. Possib! 
we may not be any worse off than we 
were before, and we may in fact 
better off. But in the meantime th: 
problem on the farm is to have as litt) 
labor to pay as possible, to do as littl 
hiring as possible, and then to selec! 
the best, even if we have to pay more 
than current wages. 


A DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 


An Iowa subscriber writes: 

“The corn crop in this county is ver) 
short; while the stand was good as 4 
rule, from one-half to two-thirds ar 
barren and almost every farm shor 
of grain. Many of the big feeders he: 
have cut out feeding this winie!

further. 
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SECRETARY WILSON’S ELEVENTH 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


It is evidently a great pleasure for 
Secretary Wilson to prepare his 
annual report, the eleventh of which 
has just been laid upon our table. In 
his splendid optimisni and far reach- 
ing comprehension of every subject 
that bears upon agriculture he sees 
abounding prosperity and the achieve- 
ment in a measure of the results for 
which he has labored so unceasingly 
for the past eleven years. 

His first vision is that of $30,000,000 
worth of durum wheat grown this year 
on lands that were formerly valueless, 
the home of the prairie dog and the 
cactus, twice the actual cost of run- 
ning the Department of Agriculture, 


and all at an original outlay of 
$10,000. 

He sees 500,000 tons of condensed 
sunshine, commonly known as beet 


sugar, ten times the amount produced 
when he took charge of the depart- 
ment. He sees $100,000,000 worth of 
alfalfa; $250,000,000 worth of crops of 
various kinds grown in _ irrigated 
areas; and a corn crop which, while 
less in volume than in 1906, is yet—at 
prices current when this report was 
written—26 per cent above the aver- 
age value of crops of the preceding 
five years. He figures that eight such 
crops would duplicate every mile of 
steam railroad in the United States, 
including permanent rolling stock and 
all property. He sees $675,000,000 
worth of cotton, $500,000,000 worth of 
wheat, $64,000,000 worth of sugar 
cane and sorghum cane molasses 
made on the farm. He sees in our total 
cereal crops a value of $2,378,000,000, 
23 per cent above the average. He 
estimates the total value of the farm 
crops of 1907 at $7,412,000,000, 57 per 
cent greater than the total value in 
1899. In other words, if 100 repre 
sents the total value of 1899, the total 
value of 1907 would be 157. 

He estimates the value of animals 
sold from farms and slaughtered on 
them at $1,270,000,000, or nearly twice 
as much as the cotton crop. As he 
looks at poultry and eggs, he sees a 
value of $600,000,000 in them. 

Following our crops across. the 
ocean he finds that the domestic ex- 
ports for the year ending June 30, 
1907, were valued at $1,055,000,000. Of 
this cotton furnished $482,000,000, ani- 
mals and animal products $255,000,000, 
and dairy products $6,600,000. 

He then looks at the other side and 
sees what is coming to us. He finds 


that we have bought $627,000,000 
worth of agricultural products, sugar, 
molasses, coffee, fibres, hides, skins, 


He finds that our ex- 
our imports by 


silk and wool. 
ports have exceeded 
$444,000,000. 

Then in his glowing language he 
says: “It is the farmer who has sent 
credit to expatriated Americans. It is 
he who has provided the immigrant 
with millions to send every year to the 
loved ones in the old countries; and, 
if there is still any credit to dispose 
of, the farmer has provided the Ameri- 
can traveler in foreign countries with 
his pocket money.” 

He thinks that the farmer has this 
year every reason for thanksgiving, 
and compares the position of the miner 
with that of the farmer in the follow- 
ing: “The miner cannot restore the 
mineral to the mine. With the farmer 
it is different. The primal forces and 
atoms of the universe are his. The 
sun shines and the rain falls and the 
farmer applies his art and his science 
to inexhaustible resources, ever add- 
ng enormously to the country’s 
wealth, capital, credit, and welfare.” 

But the attention of the secretary 
is not devoted only to furnishing sta- 
tistics of the country’s crops. This is 
but a small part, though a pleasant 
one, of his multifarious duties. He 
has charge of the weather forecasts, 
meat inspection, eradication of cattle 
tick and control of contagious dis- 
eases. He not only looks after the 
inspection of our meats, but has his 
scientists at work studying how to 
keep in check such diseases as hog 
cholera and tuberculosis among cat- 
tle; and not merely diseases of ani- 
mals but of plants and fruits as well. 
He is constantly sending out men for 
the purpose of educating the farmer, 
especially in the south, and to build 
ip dairy interests. He looks after the 
milk supplied to the cities, and is now 
asking whether it is the desire of con- 
gress to give the department authority 
to inspect all dairy cows whose prod- 
ucts are to enter into interstate com- 
merce. We hope congress will not 
turn a deaf ear to this request. He 
has his agents scouring almost every 
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country in the known world, which 
gives any hope of giving us seeds and 
plant specimens for the purpose of in- 
creasing the products of our own coun- 


try. 
These are some of the subjects 
treated in this report. Very few of 


our readers, in fact very few men out- 
side of the secretary himself and those 
nearest to him, have any conception 
of the vast interests that are com- 
mitted to his charge. He has a hand 
in setting aside great forests for the 
benefit of the farmers of coming gen- 
erations, not merely preserving the 
forests of the present day but replant- 
ing where forests have been destroyed 
by fire, and planting new forests where 
forests have not grown for ages past. 

He has charge of the enforcement 
of the food and drugs act; also of the 
soil survey work, the object of which 
is to map out the different soils and 
indicate the crops for which they are 
adapted, which is the greatest work of 
the kind ever undertaken in any coun- 
try. His agents are making semi-arid 
maps of the northwest, for the purpose 
of outlining the soil types in which it 
is safe to attempt to grow crops with 
limited rainfall. He points out in this 
report the methods by which alkali 
soils can be easily reclaimed. 

He takes up the question of ferti- 
lizers; studies the cotton boll weevil; 
introduces parasites that will aid in 
the work of exterminating such pests 
as the gypsy and brown-tailed moth. 
The green bug is not beneath his 
notice, nor the white fly which attacks 
the orange and lemon groves of 
Florida. He is studying parasites that 
will lessen the numbers of the Texas 
cat-1e tick, and is looking to the birds 
for help in keeping down insect pests 
of all kinds. He is also studying rats, 
mice, rabbits, and wolves, and how to 
protect the game birds of the United 
States. 

He is studying the corrosion of iron 
and has demonstrated “that the gener- 
ally accepted theory regarding the 
oxidation of iron is incorrect, and that 
by treating the surface of iron with 
a strong oxidizing agent the rusting 
can be inhibited as long as the oxidiz- 
ing agent is present.” 

He has studied road materials, mak- 
ing object lesson roads. He is study- 
ing how to make macadam roads dur- 
able, and we quote the following sig- 
nificant sentences, which deeply inter- 
est us because we have been regarded 
as a heretic by good roads men on that 
question: “The existence of our 
macadam roads depends upon the re- 
tention of the rock dust formed by the 
wearing of the surface. Under ordi- 
nary traffic conditions this dust re- 
mains on the road and consolidates to 
form a fresh wearing surface. But a 
heavy rubber-tired automobile moving 
at a high rate of speed produces a 
partial vacuum behind each wheel, 
which sucks up the dust from the road 
surface and throws it into the air to 
be carried off by the wind. This action 
soon strips the macadam road of all 
fine material, the result being that it 
soon disintegrates.” This presents a 
serious problem. The department has 
investigated the systems in use in 
Europe to prevent such disintegration 
and has conducted experiments with 
several materials with a view to the 
preservation of macadam road surface. 
The states should encourage the earn- 
est efforts of the national government. 

Our readers can obtain this report 
from their congressmen either alone 
or in connection with the Year Book of 
the Department of Agriculture. The 
secretary’s reports are always among 
the most interesting reading that 
reaches this office. If our readers feel 
that he is overestimating the crops of 
the present year and describing a pros- 
perity which does not exist, they must 
remember that the data for this report 
were prepared before there was any 
shrinkage in prices. Even Secretary 
Wilson cannot play the role of prophet 
and foresee future events. 





CURRENCY AND CONFIDENCE. 


Congress is now in session and the 
Postoffice Department will haul out 
under frank tons upon tons of speeches 
made by congressmen on the subject 
of currency legislation. There will be 
about as many plans as there are mem- 


bers of congress who are capable of 
drawing up a Dill. ‘ 
It does not seem to occur to these 


statesmen that we have currency 
enough, if we only had the confidence 
to make it current; that what is 


wanted is not more currency but the 
disposition and opportunity to use it 
in business ventures; and that the 
reason business is not going on as it 
has gone on in the past, and will not 
do so for some time to come, is not 





because of lack of. currency but lack 
of confidence. 

The farmers do not lack confidence 
in the banks so much as they lack 
confidence in the men who are at the 
head of our great industrial under- 
takings. If congress will legislate as 
far as it can in such a way as to re- 
store confidence in the solidity of our 
corporations, the currency will regu- 
late itself by becoming current instead 
of being hoarded on the one hand by 
banks through fear of public demand 
for it, and on the other hand by the 
people for fear that if they put it in 
the bank they will not get it again. 

In our judgment nothing woul tend 
so much to restore confidence as the 
enactment of the president’s recom- 
mendations, by which it would be pos- 
sible to prevent stock watering in the 
future and to wring the water out of 
the stocks that have already been un- 
loaded on the people. The continued 
punishment of rich malefactors who 
have robbed the people by foisting 
upon them securities which represent 
nothing but the possibilities of the 
future would still further tend to re- 
store confidence. Some restriction on 
gambling in stocks would be a still 
further means of restoration. In fact, 
the main aim of the president’s 
message, a synopsis of which we give 
elsewhere, is toward the restoration of 
confidence and not the increase of the 
circulating medium. 

A farmer told us the other day that 
he had sold his oats at fifty cents a 
bushel direct from the machine, and 
thought when he did so that there 
must be a panic coming. He simply 
voiced the feeling which we suppose 
most of our readers have shared, that 
for the last year or two we have been 
going at a terrific pace, and that if we 
ran up against any serious obstacle 
or met with an accident, something 
was going to happen. That something 
did happen when New York people lost 
confidence in their banks. This would 
not have resulted in the present finan- 
cial stringency had it not been that the 
people were already feeling that we 
were going at entirely too fast a gait, 
that speculation was rife and there 
was necessarily danger. 

Panics are really mental, or, to use 
a scientific term, psychical, and the 
almost universal feeling that we were 
going at too fast a gait provided the 
conditions for this panic. It is there- 
fore not more currency that is needed, 
but more confidence. The punishment 
of the present crop of rascals, and 
such legislation as will take away the 
opportunities for rascality, will give 
the public confidence; and. they will 
then go on and do business as they 
have in the past. 


TEACHING | AGRICULTURE IN SCHOOLS 
IN SCOTLAND. 


The problem of introducing agricul- 
ture in the schools is not peculiar to 
any one state or to any one country. 
Even staid, conservative Scotland is 
moving in this direction, and the 
scheme as outlined by Dr. Struthers, 
secretary of the Scotch Educational 
Department, in connection with the 
presidents of different colleges, is al- 
most taking away the breath of the 
conservative element of that country. 

In a recently issued report Dr. 
Struthers recommends first, the ap- 
pointment of a duly qualified person 
as organizing and extension lecturer 
in every county; second, colleges to 
give instruction to the present teach- 
ers in the elements of agriculture, in 
order that they may teach it to the 
pupils; third, a two years’ course to 
any student who may want the benefit 
of an agricultural course. This, in 
broad outline, is the scheme. There 
are other features connected with it 
that will not interest our readers. 

It cannot be repeated too often that 
the farmers of the nineteenth century 
in this country were simply soil rob- 
bers, and largely because they re- 
garded themselves as “only farmers.” 
Their teaching in the schools had led 
them to look upon other professions 
as socially, intellectually, and polit- 
ically superior. All this must be 
changed if we are to stop this soil 
robbing and preserve the heritage 
which an Almighty Power has  be- 
stowed upon us. 

The place to commence is in the 
public schools, not by cramming the 
pupils with dry agricultural facts, but 
by interesting them in what is going 
on around them. This could easily be 
done in this or in any other country, 
provided there were teachers in sym- 
pathy with agriculture and in touch 
with nature. The fact that this move- 
ment is becoming world-wide re- 
veals the recognition of its absolute 
necessity.

hogs, and sheep, as well as in judg- 
ing cattle alone. In judging sheep the 
Ontario College team won first, also 
in judging cattle, hogs, and sheep. In 
judging swine the Missouri team won 
first. It will be remembered that at 
the Kansas City show the team from 
the Iowa Agricultural College won 
over the team from the Missouri Col 
lege in judging mules, which caused 
considerable comment. The Missouri 
boys now get back at the Iowa boys, 
however, defeating them in judging 
swine, Iowa taking third place in this 
ring, to Missouri’s first and Ontario’s 
second. The standing of the different 
college teams in judging all classes of 
live stock was as follows: Iowa, On- 
tario, Missouri, Texas, Washington, 
South Dakota.

As will be seen by reference to our 
detailed report of the show, fat stock 
brought out by the agricultural col- 
leges was strongly in evidence. Iowa 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Missouri, Ohio, and Indiana 
all had strong entries, some of them 
of cattle only, others of hogs and 
sheep as well. Of the eight grand 
champion steers of the International 
four have been fed at some of the 
agricultural colleges, Iowa winning 
two, Nebraska one, and Minnesota 
one. In the final contest for the 
championship this year Minnesota 
and Nebraska had steers which dis 
puted the honor with the Canadian 
calf, and probably a considerably more 
than a majority of those who wit- 
nessed the contest would have given 
the honors to the Minnesota entry. 


As the week wore on it became evi- 
dent that the decreased attendance from 
the country was being made up by a 
very large increase from the city of Chi- 
cago, and at the close of the show it was 
stated that the aggregate attendance this 
year would equal that of last. . This is 
most gratifying. For the first time the 
daily press of Chicago gave the show the 
attention it deserved, and this helped 
stimulate city attendance. The evening 
programs were of a sort to please a city 
crowd, which does not often have an 
opportunity to see a show of this char- 
acter, and the seats were well filled every 
night.

GOOD ROADS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I notice there is quite a little talk 
in the Farmer lately about good roads, 
and most of it appears to be on the 
subject of the road drag. The drag 
is a good thing to keep the roads in 
shape until we can do better, but there 
are many other things to be considered 
and which must be considered if we 


are to have good roads. Do we not 
have in many places too many ex- 
pensive bridges to keep up? Are 


bridges of the right length, and cul- 
verts of the right length, and put in 
the right places, to do their work? Is 
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the waterway under the culvert kept 
clean, or has dirt been permitted to 
accumulate and thus destroy their 
efficiency and lessen the amount of 
water they will carry? How many wil- 
lows, trees, and brush of one sort and 
another have been permitted to grow 
in the linte of the water courses, thus 
stopping the flow of the water and ac- 
cumulating drift of one sort and 
another? 

I believe that a careful examination 
of almost any township of the state 
would show that two or three men 
with two or three horses and a rope 
and a scraper or two, or in many cases 
simply the men with spades, could in 
a day or two elean out and open up 
ditches, culverts, and bridges, and in- 
crease the waterway from a third to 
a half. A careful examination by a 
man who understands the flow of 
water would show that a great many 
bridges and culverts are not in the 
right places. These should be moved 
and put where they will do the most 
good, and whenever a new culvert is 
built or an old one re-built it should 
be done in such a way as to make it 
a permanent job. Lumber is too high 
now to use in building culverts when 
we can use concrete and put in a cul- 
vert that will last forever. Cement 
culverts are the cheapest in the long 
run.

WHAT DOES IT COST TO HUSK 
CORN? 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I presume you have records to which 
you can turn, but if not, some of those 
connected with your paper have prac- 


tical judgment, founded on experience, 
which will enable them to inform me 
what it costs to pick corn yielding 
about eighty bushels per acre, and also 
the cost of picking seventy-bushel 


corn, sixty-bushel corn, fifty-bushel 
corn, forty-bushel corn, and _ thirty- 


bushel corn. 

I find that the cost of husking varies 
very materially, the variation depend- 
ing almost entirely upon the yield per 
acre. 

What may be considered the value 
of stover, standing, after the corn is 
husked in the various grades of yield 
above mentioned, and what the value 
of the same if cut with a binder and 
shredded? 

The facts in regard to the above 
have to do with the advisability of 
purchasing by farmers machinery for 
handling corn. 

The facts in regard to the above are 
of immense value to farmers, and I 
trust that articles directed to the giv- 
ing of this information may appear.

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CASH FOR SUBSCRIBERS. 


In accordance with our usual cus- 
tom, Wallaces’ Farmer has this year 
hung up quite a large sum of money 
in the form of cash prizes of different 
amounts which will be given to those 
of our friends who send the largest 
lists of subscribers during the season.

PARCELS POST. 


A Keokuk county, Iowa, subscriber 
writes us that he has recently attended 
a meeting of the merchants of Ot- 
tumwa, who are opposed to the pro- 
posed parcels post to such an extent 
that, with other cities, they are pass- 
ing resolutions to be forwarded to 
their congressmen, asking them to 
turn down anything and everything in 
the shape of a parcels post. He adds: 

“In talking with them my conclu- 
sions are that it is not so much a 
question of a deficit in the postal de 
partment, the inability of the govern- 
ment to handle the business, and the 
hardship imposed on the people in the 
shape of taxes, as it is their unearthly 
fear of the large mail order houses 
in the larger cities.” 

The only reason we can conceive for 
a citizen, whether a farmer near or 
a merchant in any of the smaller 
cities like Ottumwa, or any of the 





| mail order houses will get their busi- 
ness away from them. 

If they would simply read _ the 
recommendations of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Meyer they would see that the 
proposed system favors in every way 
the people of these smaller towns and 
cities, and is directly hostile to the 
interests of the mail order houses in 
the large cities. We have parcels post 
now, but it is limited to four pounds 
and costs one cent an ounce, or six- 
teen cents a pound. The postmaster 
general proposes to lower the rate to 
twelve cents and increase the limit 
to eleven pounds. When a package 
is sent out from the terminus of a 
rural route to any point on that route 
the rate will be five cents for the first 
pound and two cents for each addi- 
tional pound up to eleven pounds, or 
twenty-five cents for an eleven-pound 
parcel. It would cost the mail order 
house in another city $1.32 to send a 
parcel weighing eleven pounds. So 
there is every inducement for the 
farmer on the rural route to order 
from the merchant at the town from 
which his route starts. 

The passage of this law ought to in- 
crease the prosperity of every town 
from which rural routes start. Goods 
can be brought in by freight and sent 
out to patrons of the route by the rural 
carrier. The result will probably be 
the distribution of this enormous mail 
order business through all the smaller 
cities and towns, and put an end to 
its concentration in the large centers. 
It will simply build up the county 
seat and the smaller town instead of 
the metropolis, and is thus one of the 
most beneficial and far-reaching re- 
forms that has been presented to the 
American people. 

It should wipe out very shortly the 
small postal deficit that occurs every 
year. The deficit seems large when 
looked at by itself, but in connection 
with the enormous transactions of the 
postal department it is a mere 
bagatelle. We have no doubt what- 
ever that the enactment of the law as 
proposed by our postmaster general 
will not merely wipe out this deficit, 
but will create a surplus. Then if the 
law with regard to second-class matter 
were enforced at the same time it 
would create a surplus that would in 
the near future give us letter postage 
at one cent per half ounce. All this 
talk about increased expense, the bur- 
den of taxation on the farmers, and 
all that, is simply dust throwing for 
the purpose of blinding the farmers. If 
the merchants in the towns would

FEEDING A CALF. 

An Iowa subscriber writes: 

“Will you please advise me how to 
feed a bull calf so as to get the most 
possible growth this winter? He will 
weigh about 400 pounds, and I am 
weaning him. I have for roughage 
timothy, alfalfa, German millet, wild 
| meadow hay, and nice bright corn 
| fodder, and in grain I have corn and 
oats, the latter testing thirty pounds. 
The calf runs in a large yard during 
the day and has corn fodder and wild 
hay to run to. What I wish is for you 
to make up a proper ration for growth, 
and if I could add mill feed or oil 
meal to advantage would not object 
to buying it. Timothy is not very 
good but have second and third cut- 
tings of alfalfa that is good and my 
millet is bright and well seeded.” 

We presume the purpose our corre- 
spondent has in mind is to develop this 
calf for breeding purposes and that 


| 
| the cost of the ration is a matter of 
minor importance. If he will give him 





what alfalfa hay he wants morning 
and evening, allow him to run to the 
corn fodder and wild hay during the 
day, and give him a grain ration of 
half corn and half oats, he should 
secure a very satisfactory develop- 
ment. If he was feeding for beef with 
the idea of making economical gains 
we would recommend not to use oats, 
but since the cost is not important

POULTRY NOTES. 


Professor Gowell, of the Maine 
Agricultural College, is one of our 
able experimenters, and his 
methods could be followed with ad- 
vantage by all poultrymen. In ad- 
dressing a recent gathering of poul- 
trymen he said: 

“The constitution that you find in 
a chick comes from the treatment the 
mother hen has. Constitution is 
something that is born with the ani- 
mal, and you cannot get it into the 
animal after it is born. It comes from 
inheritance, comes from the parent 
that produces the egg, and if that par- 
ent is kept in a good state of vigor 
and health we are able to get from it 
an offspring that will last.” 


most 


On feeding Professor ~owell said: 

“In the morning we feed each lot of 
100 birds four quarts of cracked corn 
seattered in the straw, which is from 
six to ten inches deep on the floor. 
(Underneath the straw is from one to 
two inches of sand.) The birds im- 
mediately go to work and scratch out 
every particle of that grain. Again 
at ten o’clock we sprinkle in two 
quarts of wheat and two quarts of 
oats, and that is all the feeding we do 
during the day. Then we have a 
{rough built along the front wall un- 
der the curtain ten feet long, seven 
inches wide, and a front five inches 
high, so that the top edge of the 
trough is twelve inches from the floor, 
covered with slats nailed on in front 
two inches apart, and on a slant so 
the hens cannot get on top of it. The 
hens stick their heads through and 
eat from a mixture of meals we keep 
there. I do not know that this trough 
is the best of its kind, but it is simple 
and plenty good enough. The hens 
eat this, but they never overeat, be- 
cause they do not like it well enough. 
They take a mouthful, then scratch 
around for a grain of cracked corn, 
then they take a drink of water; but 
they never stand around and get fat. 
This dry mash contains a mixture of 
200 pounds wheat bran, 100 pounds 
corn meal, 100 pounds middlings, 100 
pounds gluten meal, 100 pounds of 
beef scraps. This is spread on the 
barn floor and thoroughly mixed and 
kept before the fowls all the time. 
Now, in getting beef scraps, get some- 
thing that is clean and has an odor re- 
sembling roast beef. Do not get that 
which is old or smells like fertilizer.” 





The fact that where hopper feéding 
is in most favor some grain is scat- 
tered in the litter each day to induce 
exercise is a point often overlooked 
by breeders who are just beginning 
hopper feeding. These breeders also 
frequently fill the hoppers with whole 
rrain, and complain that the fowls 
fat and do not exercise. This is 
what could be expected. One of the 
largest poultry plants in the United 
States, which is now pronounced a 
failure, was in charge of a gentleman 
who not quite a year ago answered 
the following questions in regard to 
the management of this plant, then 
supposed to be a great success: 

“Q. Do you put whole grain in the 
hopper? A. We crack the corn but 
use the barley and wheat whole. 

“Q. Do you not use any dry mash? 
(Meaning the ground mixture such as 
Professor Gowell recommends.) A. 
We are not using dry mash this win- 
ter. 

“Q. Do you 
the litter at all? 
hopper fed. 

“Q. Do you find in feeding from 
the hoppers that the birds eat and 
then stand around listless for the rest 
of the day? A. As long as they pro- 
dt ice the eggs I don’t care what they 
a io. 

“Q. You do not like the system of 
throwing a little grain in the litter 
occasionally? A. It makes that much 
more work. 

“Q. It is the work that keeps you 
from doing it? A. And the lack of 
apparent gain.” 

A breeder who criticised this plant 
when failure faced it said that un- 
doubtedly the birds had _ neither 
enough exercise nor enough green 
food, and that the yards were bare, 
and no green food in sight before the 
season had well commenced. Exer- 
cise is essential for life. A fowl will

THE STORY OF THE 
CO-OPERATIVE. 


Up to February 4; 1907, the Co- 
operative had experienced practically 
no difficulty in selling to excellent ad- 
vantage all of the stuff consigned to 
it. On February 4th the firm had 
about 100 loads of stock for sale, a 
large run for one firm. On that morn- 
ing the cattle salesmen for the Co- 
operative found to their surprise there 
were few bidders for their cattle, and 
before the morning was very far ad- 
vanced it became evident that there 
was a well organized movement to 
boycott the Co-operative and keep cat- 
tle buyers entirely away from them. 
Before the Co-operative was organized 
steps had been taken to ascertain 
whether the packers and ofhers would 
buy any stuff which might be con- 
signed to it and the stockmen had 
been given to understand that there 
would be no trouble on that score. 
And there had been no trouble until 
the morning of February 4th. After 
the situation developed Mr. Ames, the 
manager of the Co-operative, called 
up one or two of the packers over the 
telephone and asked them whether 
they had decided to discontinue buying 
from the Co-operative. They ex- 
pressed surprise at his question, and 
asked the reason for it, and were told 
by Mr. Ames that their buyers were 
not bidding on Co-operative stock that 
morning. Within a short time after 
this the buyers for the packers ap- 
peared in the Co-operative alleys and 
bought the cattle which the Co- 
operative had on hands. The boycott 
had failed. 

Reading between the lines, it is ap- 
parent that the Exchange, or the com 
mittee acting for it, had served notice 
upon eastern buyers and buyers for 
the packers that they were to buy no 
more stock from the Co-operative and 
no doubt intimated to them that the 
penalty for violating this suggestion 
would be that they could buy no stock 
from the members of the Exchange

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came as a rude shock to the Exchange 
committee when the packers ordered 
their buyers to get into the Co-opera- 
tive alleys and buy the stock offered 
for sale. While this attempt to entire- 
ly boycott the Co-operative Company 
failed so far as the packers were con- 
cerned, it was more successful with 
a number of buyers for eastern ship- 
ments, and many of these up to the 
present time do not buy from the Co- 
operative. The members of the Ex- 
change have been successful in intimi- 
dating them and have made liberal 
use of this in fighting the Co-operative 
in the country, telling the shippers 
that they are foolish to ship to the Co- 
operative because it has no eastern 
competition. This is untrue, because 
the bulk of the eastern orders are 
handled through the big packing con- 
cerns. However, the statement made 
by the Exchange members in this mat- 
ter have had some weight with the 
shippers and have probably frightened 
many of them away from the Co-opera- 
tive Company. 

The Exchange was not discouraged 
over the rebuff given it by the packers 
in refusing to be a party to a boycott 
on the Co-operative. It is evident that 
committees were appointed, one or 
more to conduct the fight against the 
Co-operative in the yards, another one 
to edit matter of different sorts to be 
princed in the stock yards papers con- 
trolled by the Exchanges, and other 
publications of similar character, and 
probably another to conduct the fight 
in the country. They had learned by 
experience that the packers could not 
be forced to discontinue buying from 
the Co-operative but they determined 
to try to limit the purchases to be 
made by each packer to a certain num- 
ber of cars or a certain proportion of 
the Co-operative receipts each day. In 
the cattle alleys it was apparently de 
termined to limit the packers’ pur- 
chases to about three cars per day 
from the Co-operative, and in the hog 
alleys a fair proportion of the receipts. 
Evidently a detective or boycott 
bureau was organized in February and

it was the business of this bureau .o 
keep close track on everything the Co- 
operative received, the number of cars, 
the points from which received, the 
parties who bought them, and every- 
thing else which would throw light 
on the Co-operative business. A code 
of signs was gotten out which was 
understood by the commission mer- 
chants, and unsigned notices giving 
details concerning the Co-operative’s 
sales each day were gotten out, evi- 
dently at night, and sent around to the 
different commission merchants early 
in the morning. Western stockmen are 
accustomed to fighting in the open 
when they fight, and giving the other 
fellow a chance to defend himself. 
They may be interested in looking 
over some of the weapons used by a 
class of people who do not fight in 
the open, and for their benefit I will 
give herewith copies of some of these 
unsigned notices. They were printed 
on mimeograph:

While the Exchange failed to intim- 
idate the packers, they have been 
somewhat more successful with some 
of the buyers on the Chicags market 
who buy for eastern shipment. When 
these eastern buyers are asked why 
they do not buy from the Co-operative 
they make very little hesitation in 
saying that if they do the members of 
the Exchange will boycott them and 
refuse to sell them any stuff, and that 
inasmuch as the Co-operative does not 
handle as much stuff as they need 
daily they must for their own protec- 
tion confine their dealings to members 
of the Exchange. 

The same policy has been used suc 
cessfully in preventing the Co-opera- 
tive from buying any feeding cattle

for its customers from any of the 
other commission firms. On a number 
of different occasions Mr. Ames and 
Mr. Hansman, the latter the cattle 
salesman for the Co-operative at Chi- 
cago, have tried to buy feeding cattle 
for customers who were on the market 
looking for them, but have been turned 
down by other commission merchants 
who had such cattle for sale, and when 
asked for an explanation of why they 
would not sell to customers of the Co- 
operative have been told flatly that if 
they did so they would be boycotted 
by other members of the Exchange. 
Last summer, in August, the Co-opera- 
tive had bought a small bunch of feed- 
ers from the commission firm of Dar]- 
ington Bros. In the latter part of 
September Mr. Ames went with an 
Iowa feeder who is a customer of the 
Co-operative and who wished to buy 
a load of feeders. They met one of 
the Darlington Bros. in the feeder 
alley and asked him if he had any 
feeders to sell. He replied that he had 
but would not be able to show them 
any. In fact, he absolutely refused to 
go with Mr. Ames and his customer, 
saying that his firm had gotten into 
trouble over the sale which he made 
to the company before. This is but 
one instance of many which have oc- 


curred. The Co-operative is having 
no trouble now, and has not had for 
some time, in selling any fat stock 


consigned to it, but it cannot deal in 
feeding cattle at Chicago to any ad- 
vantage. If it receives a consignment 
of feeders it must sell them direct to 
some other feeder who is not dealing 
through any other commission firm. 

The Chicago Exchange denies that it 
has boycotted the Co-operative. Last 
March C. W. Baker, the secretary of 
the Exchange, said in effect that the 
Exchange as a body never took any 
action to institute a boycott on the 
Co-operative, although it was a possi- 
bility that something might be done in 
the near future. He said, however, 
that anybody who bought from the Co- 
operative and afterwards went to a 
member of the Exchange would be told 
to go to the Co-operative or if he 
wished to buy cattle that the prices 
would be made so high that he would 
be unable to consider it. He conclud- 
ed his conversation by saying “You 
can call this a boycott if you want to.” 

In reading the above I wish my 
readers to keep constantly in mind the 
fact that the Chicago Live Stock Ex- 
change is composed of the commission 
merchants who do business at the Chi- 
cago yards; and that these commis-

and stock shippers of the west who 
send stock to the Chicago markets. 
I wish them also to remember that 
the Co-operative Live Stock Commis- 
sion Company was organized by the 
stockmen of the west for the purpose 
of fighting arbitrary and unjust ad- 
vances in commission charges made 
by the members of the Live Stock Ex- 
change without consultation with the 
men who send their stock to them to 
sell and in defiance of their express 


wishes, and also organized to re- 
form certain abuses supported by 
the Exchange. I further wish to 


readers that the Co- 
Stock Commission 
Company was started by western 
stockmen and feeders, of whom there 
are now nearly 1,500 who hold stock in 
it, and that it is managed by men 
elected by them. Keep these points

in mind. 
The attempt of the Exchange to in- 
stitute a boycott against the Co- 


operative at Kansas City was vigorous 
while it lasted but it lasted just one 
day. On April 3, 1907, the members 
of the Exchange of the Kansas City 
yards declined to sell cattle to Swift 
& Co. because Swift’s buyer had been 
purchasing cattle from the Co-opera- 
tive. For the same reason they re- 
fused to sell hogs to Armour & Co. 
They were careful not to institute a 
complete boycott against these two 
firms, because to have done so would 
have left them with cattle and hogs in 
their own yards. They evidently did 
not suppose that it would be neces- 
sary to do more than to indicate their 
intention in the way above stated. 
They had supposed the packers would 
scare easily. Imagine their surprise, 
therefore, when C. W. Armour, presi- 
dent of the Armour Packing Company, 
went down to the yards on the morn- 
ing of April 4th, told the commission 
merchants who are members of the 
Exchange that if they continued to re- 
fuse to sell stock to the Armour Com- 
pany because that company bought 
from the Co-operative he would send 
his buyers into the country for cattle. 
Swift & Co. sent Mr. Leavitt, their head 
cattle buyer at Chicago, to Kansas 
City, and Mr. Leavitt told the mem- 
bers of the Exchange that Swift & Co. 
did not propose to stand for any boy- 
cott because he wished to deal with 
the Co-operative Company, and that 
unless it was lifted promptly he would 
send his buyers to other markets for 
any stock he might not be able to 
secure at Kansas City. This was put- 
ting the shoe on the other foot with 
a vengeance.

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change found themselves in a position 
where they might be under a boycott 
themselves instead of instituting a 
boycott against the packing companies. 
They very quickly retreated, therefore, 
and since that time business has gone 
on at Kansas City freely and openly 80 
far as selling fat stock is concerned. 
For awhile at Kansas City, as at Chi- 
cago, the Exchange tried to limit the 
hog purchases of the packers, but they 
failed, as they did at Chicago. 

The chief trouble the Co-operative 
has experienced in Kansas City is in 
handling feeding cattle. A very large 
proportion of the receipts at Kansas 
City are feeding cattle. They come in 
from the ranges and are bought by 
feeders in the corn belt. The differ- 
ence in this line is very much greater 
at Kansas City than at Chicago and it 
was therefore important that the Co. 
operative Company be able to handle 
them. In Mr. MacKenzie’s speech be- 
fore the Corn Belt Meat Producers’ 
Association from which I quoted last 
week, he referred to the speculation in 
feeders. There is at Kansas City an 
organization of these speculators who 
go under the name of the Traders’ 
Exchange. This is in addition to the 
Live Stock Exchange, which is com- 
posed of commission merchants. The 
Traders’ Exchange is composed of the 
speculators in feeding cattle mostly. 
From the first the members of this 
Traders’ Exchange refused to deal 
with the Co-operative. In fact, they 
refused to deal with anyone who was 
not a member of either the Traders’ 
Exchange or the Live Stock Exchange. 
It was practically impossible for the 
independent feeder to go down to 
Kansas City and buy his feeders direct 
from the commission merchants. They 
must first go through the hands of 
some member of the Traders’ Ex- 
change in order that he might reap a 
profit from then. and in order that the 
commission firm might secure a double 
commission, first by selling to the 
trader and second by selling for the 
trader to the feeder. The commis- 
sion firms would not deal with any 
trader who was not a member of the 
Traders’ Exchange, and the members 
of the Traders’ Exchange would not 
deal with the commission firms who 
were not members of the Live Stock 
Exchange. The Trader§’ Exchange 
would also refuse to deal with any 
firm who made it a practice to sell 
direct to buyers from the country; 
that is, cattle feeders, and this Ex- 
change employs a detective whose sole 
business it is to see that the rules 
of the Traders’ Exchange are lived 
up to. 

After wrestling with this problem 
for nearly a year the Co-operative 
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Company determined to try the courts 
and see whether they would uphold 
such high-handed business. The stock 
yards at Kansas City are located in 
Kansas and this matter was presented 
to Fred F. Jackson, attorney-general 
of the state of Kansas. A few months 
since Mr. Jackson instituted suit 
against the individual members of 
both the Traders’ Exchange and the 
Live Stock Exchange, charging them 
with violating the laws of the state 
of Kansas in a great many different 
particulars and being combined to- 
gether to violate these laws. When 
these suits were filed by the attorney- 
general an injunction was granted 
pgainst the two Exchanges enjoining 
them against refusing to trade with 
parties who are not members of the 
Exchanges, ete. Since this injunction 
was granted Kansas City has been an 
open market except so far as the Co- 
operative is concerned. A great many 
independent traders who before the 
injunction was granted were unable to 
trade with any satisfaction now do so 
freely. An instance of this kind may 
te of interest. Joe Baker is the largest 
independent feeder buyer on the 
Kansas City market. He is not a 
member of the Traders’ Exchange nor 
of the Live Stock Exchange. He buys 
for the Dilbeys in Missouri and also 
some for Rankin. He has always 
made it a practice to buy girect from 


commission firms, going around the 
trader or speculator. Both the com- 
mission firms and the Traders’ Ex- 


change boycotted the firm that Baker 
worked for at one time and Baker had 
to quit. He then went to work for 
the Barse Commission Company, buy- 
ing his feeders through them. That is, 
he cleared his trades through. them 
The Traders’ Exchange boycotted this 
firm, and Baker was compelled to dis- 
continue his connection with them. 
He then went to another commission 
company, where the same experience 
wads repeated: and after that to still 
another commission company. After 
this experience Baker, Dilbey, and a 
Mr. Strickland formed the Baker Trad- 
ing Company for the purpose of doing 
a business in buying feeders. When 
they opened business none of the com 
mission firms would sell to them. 
After the injunction was granted this 
fall; however, all of the commission 
firms have been willing and anxious 
to sell to the Baker Trading Company. 

In November the Co-operative Com- 
pany filed a suit against various indi- 
vidual members of the Exchanges in 
Kansas City alleging that the defend- 
ants had maintained and continued to 
m-intvin a combination in restraint of 
trace and bevanse of it the Co-opera- 
tive Company was prevented from do- 
ing a business on which they would

have realized a profit of $20,000 a year, 
and further alleging that by reason of 
a certain contract which it was subse- 
quently obliged to cancel it was also 
damaged on account of said conspiracy 
to the amount of $12,000, a total of 
$32,000 damage. Under the laws of 
Missouri any person or company in- 
jured in business by any person by 
anything declared to be unlawful under 
the anti-trust passage may sue and can 
recover threefold the damages sus- 
tained, and the costs of the suit and 
a reasonable attorney fees. Suit was 
therefore brought for three-fold dam- 
ages, which aggregate $96,000. This 
suit will come to trial as soon as the 
result of a suit instituted by Attorney- 
general Hadley of Missouri against the 


Traders’ Exchange and the Kansas 
City Live Stock Exchange has been 
decided. This suit was brought for 


the purpose of determining the legality 
of these Exchanges, and it is expected 
that the decision will be handed down 
some time in January.

CONCRETE WORK ON THE FARM. 


To Wallaces’ 

Among the which cement 
and concrete can be put to good ad- 
vantage are floors for summer kitch- 
ens, wash rooms, wood houses and 
coal bins, porch floors and steps, out- 
side cellar ways and steps, driveways 
in barns and corn cribs, and ap- 
proaches to the same. In such places 
wood is unsatisfactory. It soon be- 
gins to decay, the moisture it ab- 
sorbs and retains makes the rooms un- 
healthful; it also harbors rats, mice, 
and insects. Concrete is free from all 
such annoyances. The cost is no 
longer prohibitory. Any man having 
sufficient mechanical genius. to run a 
farm can quickly learn to do this work, 
and the price of material is tending 
downward. In the near future cement 
and concrete will largely take the 
plaee of wood for building purposes, 
and on the farms this will be a de- 
cided advantage. It will deal a heavy 
blow to the lumber trust and help pre- 
serve our forests, will cheapen insur- 
ance and lessen the danger of loss 
by fire. Information on this subject 
should be widely circulated among the 
farming peoples.

SURFACED ROADS 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

During a recent visit to the state 
of New York I took occasion to in- 
spect two pieces of macadamized state 
roads in Jefferson county, and to make 
inquiries as to their cost. It seems 
that the state engineers estimate the 
cost at $8,000 per mile and that the 
actual cost exceeded the _ estimate. 
The width of the road between the 
outsides of the ditches is something

over thirty feet, but the road proper 
is only wide enough for one team and 
wagon. One piece was one mile in 
length and was built of the cobble- 
stones found in the vicinity. First a 
layer of large broken stone, then a 
layer of smaller pieces, finally topped 
off with stone broken to about the 
size of walnuts. The other piece, four 
miles long, is built of limestone found 
in nearby creeks. The latter is much 
the best of the two pieces of road, as 
the cobblestones did not amalgamate 
to form a solid road bed and had to 
be resurfaced with limestone, and is 
still in a somewhat rough and rutty | 
condition. The limestone road is 
smooth and solid, but as the travel is 
all in one track the wheels’ have 
ground the stone to powder and it has 

been blown out by the wind, leaving | 
a depression in each wheel track.

These can only be filled with broker 


stone, which makes a loose, rough 
track for some time. My impression 
was that, considering expense and 
utility, the roads are not an entir 


success, which also seemed to be the 
opinion of the majority of the res 
dents with whom I talked. I was told 
that the state had ceased for the pres 
ent to build these roads, and the 
opinion was general that it would n 
be resumed. Now, if it costs $8,000 
per mile in a country where the ma 
terial is right at hand, what would it 
cost in northwestern Iowa, where the 
rock would have to be bought by the 
cord and shipped in by rail? My be 
lief is that there is just one materia 
for road building here, and that is 
dirt, plain, old-fashioned dirt.

A NOTED MILKING SHORT-HORN. 


When on a visit to the Nebraska 
Experiment Station last winter we 
greatly admired the dairy herd, made 
up, as it is, of animals of different 
breeds and fed under similar condi- 
tions. Among the rest there is a 
noted Short-horn cow, Florence Air- 
drie 6th, which has completed her 
fourth yearly record, as follows: In 


1903, 418.26 pounds of butter; 1904, 
368.70 pounds; 1905, 481.84 pounds; 
1906, 494.9 pounds. Average, 440.92 
pounds. 


The name indicates that she is bred 
on Bates lines, as are so many of the 
exceptionally fine milking Short-horns 
in the United States, and is another 
proof of the fact that the milking 
tendency so strong in the Short-horns 
as Bates bred them has not even yet 
been bred out of this breed by the 
methods now commor among Short- 
horn breeders. 

Four hundred and forty-one pounds 
of butter is nearly three times the 
average yield of the cows of Nebraska 
and Iowa. It is just about twice the 
amount that we have placed as a 
standard. Deduct 25 per cent from it 
and you still have a good cow. We 
do not for a moment assume that all 
Bates cows will give yields of this 
kind. The only wonder is that so 
many of them, when pronerly grown 
and fed, have so much of the milking 
qualities remaining; for milking is not 
at the bottom a breed characteristic. 

Wherever you find farmers depend- 
ing upon the milk of their cows you 
have good milkers, whether it be on 
the Island of Jersey, Guernsey, or 
Alderney, on the diked out lands of 
Holland, among the hills of Scotland, 
in the lake district of England, or in 
the mountains of Ireland.

answered, and that without much re- 
gard to the breed that he uses. 

Milk the Hereford for a few genera- 
tions and feed for milk, and you will 
have a milking type of Herefords, dif- 
ferent from the beef type, just as the 
milking type of Short-horn is different 
from the beef type. When we get to 
the bottom facts, the really fine milk- 
ers of all breeds approximate the same 
type as do the fine beef cattle of every 
breed under the sun. It is nst so 
much the type that determines the 
milking qualities, as that the constant 
milking and feeding for milk fix the 
type. Hence he is a wise man who 
in selecting dairy cattle looks not so 
much at the color or the breed as at 
the type. Some of our best dairymen, 
we notice, do not stop to think much 
of what the breed is, provided the cow 
is right and proves to be right when 
put to work at the pail. If she does 
not, they reject her whether she is 
a Short-horn, Jersey, or Holstein. The 
performance of this Nebraska cow, as 
well as that of a number of rather 
plainly bred Short-horns at the Iowa 
and other stations, show the possibil- 
ities there are in the milking Short- 
horns. 


SANITARY STABLES. 

We have called the attention of our 
readers, and especially those who are 
engaged in dairying, to the nezessity 
of having sanitary stables as well as 
sanitary homes. By way of adding 
emphasis to what we have already 
said we call their attention to an ad- 
dress delivered by Prof. R. A. Pear- 
son, giving the result of an experi- 
ment lasting seventeen months at the 
Pennsylvania Experiment Station, as 
follows: 

Two herds of six cows each were 
kept in two stables. In each lot were 
two cows known to be tuberculous and 
four that were known to be healthy. 
A tuberculous cow was placed be- 
tween the healthy cows in each 
stable. The tuberculous cows were 
frequently changed from one stable to 
the other, so that the healthy cows 
in each stable should have the same 
exposure, One stable was light, 
roomy, clean; and well ventilated; the 
other dark, small, unclean, and poorly 
ventilated. 

At the end of seventeen months all 
the cows were killed. In the unsani- 
tary stable all that were healthy when 
they went in were found to be badly 
diseased. In the sanitary stable two 
of the healthy cows had contracted 
the disease, but were not in nearly 
as bad a condition as those in the 
unsanitary stable. 

This experiment shows that al- 
though sanitation will not prevent cat- 
tle from contracting tuberculosis, if 
they are placed in close proximity to 
diseased animals, the disease makes 
much less rapid progress under sani- 
tary conditions when the animals are 
so placed. 

If our readers who are keeping dairy 
cows will see that the stables in which 
they are kept are well lighted and well 
ventilated it will save them more 
money than any other investment of 
a like sum. This disease of tubercu- 
losis is becoming more and more 
dangerous every year, not merely to 
the cattle but still more so to hogs. 
When the farmer finds that his hogs 
have been found on inspection to be 
tuberculous he may know to a dead 
certainty that his cows are. The 
sooner he takes our advice and has 
his cows tested, and then fattens and 
sells subject to inspection those that 
react, the better off he will be and 
the better off his neighbors will be. 
The man who follows this method is 
a public benefactor and also incurs the 
minimum of loss. The man who finds 
out that his cattle are tuberculous 
and sells them to a neighbor for breed- 
ing purposes forfeits, and should for- 
feit, the friendship of that neighbor 
for a long time. 


SATISFACTION IN THE SILO. 


All last summer we urged our read- 
ers to provide themselves with a silo, 
if possible; and we think we can real- 
ize the solid satisfaction that those of 
them who were willing and in shape 
to take our advice now enjoy. 

In many sections of our territory 
the corn was injured by frost. Many 
farmers, anticipating this, put their 
corn in the silo before it occurred. 
Others, knowing from reading and ex- 
perience that even frosted corn mae 
good silage, continued to cut it. The 
farmer who has plenty of clover hay 
and plenty of good silage and good 
cows, with suitable stabling, is not 
complaining now and will not com- 
plain. He will make quite as much

there is in this frosted corn; but 
when cold weather comes and the soit 
corn which should have gone to the 
silo is frozen solid and hence be 
comes indigestible, he will be dis 
satisfied with the results, whether it 
be fed to dairy cows or fattening 
hogs. 

The farmer who has a silo will find 
the work of feeding much more satis 
factory during the cold months of 
winter than he did when he had to 
hau: in corn, the bundles often frozen 
to the ground, with the snow drifting 
and the thermometer ten degrees be 
low zero. 

We speak of this now lease we 
are anxious that next year our read 
ers who are engaged more cr less in 
dairying shall take measures to pro 
vide themselves with a silc of some 
kind and at the same time provide 
proper shelter for all the live stock 
to which it is fed. We have not 
urged our readers who are eng?ge‘ in 
feeding cattle, or in keeping stocker 
through the winter, to provide them 
selves with silos. We believe they 
can do so to advantage provided they 
have proper shelter. The place to be- 
gin to use the silo is with the dairy 
cow, and then feel your way teward 
feeding it to other kinds of live stock 
with profit and advantage.

(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for December 22, 1907.—I Samuel 
7:1-13.) 

“And the men of Kiriath-jearim 
came, and fetched up the ark of 
Jehovah, and brought it into the house 
of Abinadab in the hill, and sanctified 
Eleazer his son to keep the ark of 
Jehovah. (2) And it came to pass, 
from the day that the ark abode in 
Kiriath-jearim, that the time was long; 
for it was twenty years: and all the 
house of Israel lamented- after 


Jehovah. (3) And Samuel spake unto 
all the house of Israel, saying, If ye 
do return unto Jehovah with all your 
heart, then put away the foreign gods 
and the Ashtaroth from among you, 
and direct your hearts unto Jehovah, 
and serve him only; and he will de- 
liver you out of the hand of the Philis- 
tines. (4) Then the children of Israel 
did put away the Baalim and the Ash- 
taroth, and served Jehovah only. (5) 
And Samuel said, Gather all Israel to 
Mizpah, and I will pray for you unto 
Jehovah. (6) And they gathered to- 
gether to Mispah, and drew water, and 
poured it out before Jehovah, and 
fasted on that day, and said there, We 
have sinned against Jehovah. And 
Samuel judged the children of Israel 
in Mizpah. (7) And when the Philis- 
tines heard that the children of Israel 
were gathered together to Mizpah, the 
Lords of the Philistines went up 
against Israel. And when the children 
of Israel heard it they were afraid of 
the Philistines. (8) And the children 
of Israel said to Samuel, Cease not to 
cry unto Jehovah our God for us, that 
he will save us out of the hand of the 
Philistines. (9) And Samuel took a 
sucking lamb, and offered it for a 
whole burnt-offering before Jehovah: 
and Samuel cried unto Jehovah for 
Israel; and Jehovah answered him. 
(10) And as Samuel was offering up 
the burnt-offering, the Philstines drew 
near to battle against Israel; but 
Jehovah thundered with a_ great 
thunder on that day upon the Philis- 
tines, and discomfited them: and they 
were smitten down before Israel. (11) 
And the men of Israel went out of Miz- 
pah, and pursued the Philistines, and 
smote them, until they came under 
Beth-car. (12) Then Samuel took a 
stone, and set it between Mizpah and 
Shen, and called the name of it Eben- 
ezer, saying, Hitherto hath Jehovah 
helped us. (13) So the Philistines 
were subdued, and they came no more 
within the border of Israel: and the 
hand of Jehovah was against the 
Philistines all the days of Samuel.” 

It is impossible for us, living in a 
day so totally different from this, to 
realize the peculiar greatness of 
Samuel, at once judge, warrior, sage, 
and prophet. He first appeared to us 
as the child prophet to whom, rather 
than to, the high priest Eli, the word 
ot the Lord came at a time when reve- 
lations of the Divine will were infre- 
quent, “And Samuel grew, and Jehovah 
was with him, and did let none of his 
words fall tothe ground. And all Israel, 
irom Dan even to Beer-sheba, knew 
that Samuel was established to be a 
prophet of Jehovah. And Jehovah ap- 
peared again in Shiloh; for Jehovah 
revealed himself to Samuel in Shiloh 
by the word of Jehovah.” (I Samuel 
3:19-21.) “And the word of Samuel 
came to all Israel.” (I Samuel 4:1.) 
In these various ways do the Scrip- 
tures tell us that Samuel was the 
mouthpiece of the Lord to Israel. 

A spirit of deep reverence for 
Samuel took possession of the Jewish 
people. No religious gathering was 
complete unless he was there to bless 
the sacrifice. If anything was lost it 
was, Go to Samuel. A peculiar virtue 
was believed to lie in his intercession, 
his loud, piercing cry. He stood apart 
from the priest and in later days from 
the king, as the voice of Jehovah to 
a wild, turbulent and sinful genera- 
tion. In Saul’s time he was judge; 
the king was only a warrior. His 
power lasted until his dying day. Saul 
felt even after his death that he could 
not enter into battle without consult 
ing the spirit of Samuel. When 
Samuel went to see good old Jesse, to 
anoint one of his sons as king, the 
elders of the city met him, saying, 
“Comest thou peaceably?” He com- 
mitted himself to neither priest nor 
king. He was equally ready to de- 
nounce the sins of Eli’s sons, the sins 
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people. He thus stood apart and alone, 
his conduct guided by motives above 
and beyond this world. He lived apart 
from the tabernacle, in his own home, 
and all Israel came to him there for 
judgment. He bitterly opposed the 
popular demand for a king, spent all 
night in prayer seeking for Divine 
guidance, and finally yielded to the de- 
mand with such wisdom and grace 
that he became the guide of their new 
king. His attitude all his life was: 
“Speak, Lord; for thy servant hear- 
eth’—the proper attitude for the 
statesman. I could not forbear the 
above, because I wish my readers to 
have some comprehension of the ex- 
ceeding greatness of the prophet 
Samuel. . 

The lesson describes what might pe 
called the great revival which occurred 
during Samuel’s administration. The 
ark of the Lord, it will be remembered, 
had been carried into battle in the 
days of Eli under the foolish notion 
that it carried Jehovah and His power 
with it. In other words, it was used 
as a charm. It was carried back by 
the Philistines to Kiriath-jearim, and 
it remained there until after David 
was crowned king over all Israel. The 
first verse of the lesson does not te’) 
us how long the ark remained, but that 
it was there a long time, that it was 


there twenty years, when “all the 
house of Israel lamented _ after 
Jehovah,” during which time there 


seems to have been a very low stand- 
ard of morals. It was during this 
period that the ancient tabernacle of 
Shiloh was utterly destroyed, of which 
destruction the only record is in Jere- 
miah 7:12-14 and 26:6-9. From this it 
seems that it was destroyed with 
peculiar evidences of the Divine dis- 
pleasure. 

During all this time the children of 
Israel were under bondage to ihe 
Philistines. Groaning under this op- 
pression, they began to give attention 
to the teachings of Samuel during 
these twenty years, just as modern 
Christians in affliction turn to their 
Bibles. Then appeared marked evi- 
dences of what we would call a re- 
ligious revival. They “lamented after 
Jehovah.” 

Note the advice which Samuel gives 
to these professed penitents: “If ye 
do return unto Jehovah with all your 
heart, then put away the foreign gods 
and the Ashtaroth from among you, 
and direct your hearts unto Jehovah, 
and serve him only;” that is, stop at- 
tending sun feasts with all their 
cruelty and moon feasts with all their 
licentiousness. Clean all the images 
of Baal and Ashtaroth out of your 
homes, live clean lives, read the book 
of the law and practice its teachings; 
above all things, live clean lives. Ye 
cannot serve God and Baal. The New 
Testament rendering of it is, “Ye can- 
not serve God and mammon;” that is, 
you cannot make money or honors the 
chief object of your existence. The 
modern equivalent of it is: You can- 
not serve God and live an impure life. 
You cannot serve God and at the same 
time do a dishonest or crooked busi- 
ness, however legal it may be. Your 
first allegiance must be to God, and 
your business must be in harmony 
with that allegiance. If you do all this 
you show that you are honest and sin- 
cere in your profession of your re- 
pentence and the Lord will stand by 
you; “and he will deliver you out of 
the hand of the Philistines.” In mod- 
ern phrase, He will deliver you out of 
your troubles or sustain you in them. 

And the children of Israel did put 
away their false gods. There seems 
to have been a general revival move- 
ment, or, as we might say, political 
reformation, throughout the entire 
country. Seeing that they were sin- 
cere, Samuel called a great conven- 
tion or assembly of the leaders of the 
people at an sanctuary called Mizpah, 
the object of the assembly being espe- 
cially to pray for delivery from the 
power of the Philistines and also to 
organize to resist them. The meeting 
being called especially for prayer and 
supplication, there was a day of sol- 
emn fasting according to the custom 
of those days. In connection with it 
there was the peculiar ceremony of 
drawing water and pouring it out on 
the ground, a ceremony of which we 
have nowhere in tne Bible any ex- 
planation. When David in a fit of 
homesickness longed for a drink of 
water from the home well at Bethle- 
hem, and three mighty men brake 
through and brought it to him at the 
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not to cry unto Jehovah our God for 
us (referring to’ the peculiar tone of 
voice in which Samuel made inter 
cession). And Samuel did cry unto 
the Lord, and although not a priest 
of the line of Aaron, offered the na- 
tional sacrifice of a sucking lamb. And 
the Lord heard and delivered them, and 
gave them so signal a victory that the 
Philistines came unto their coasts no 
more during Samuel’s administration 
or until the days of Saul. The details 
of the victory are not given here. As 
was the custom of the times, Samuel! 
raised a monument in commemoration 
of the victory and called it Eben-ezer; 
that is, “the stone of help,” saying, 
“Hitherto hath Jehovah helped us.” 

How many of us can look back to 
past deliverances; and though these 
may not be recorded in monuments of 
stone, they ever remain in the mind 
of the sincere Christian as monuments, 
remembrances of Jehovah’s faithful- 
ness to deliver in the past, and pledges 
of His willingness to deliver us from 
trouble in time to come, even as He 
delivered His penitent people in those 
old far-off days. For religion in its 
essence is the same now as it was 
then, and the Lord stands ready to 
deliver His people who lament after 
Him in sincerity and in truth. 


peril of their lives, he thought it too 
precious to drink, however homesick 
and thirsty he might be, but poured it 
out as an offering to the Lord. Isaiah 
refers to the custom when he ex- 
claims: “Therefore with joy shall ye 
draw water out of the wells of salva- 
tion.” In our Saviour’s time the 
drawing of water and pouring it out 
as a religious ceremony had become 
a fixed part of the passover services, 
and in witnessing this ceremony, ac- 
companied by the singing of certain 
prescribed psalms, He exclaims: “If 
any man thirst, let him come unto me 
and drink.” The most simple explana- 
tion of the ceremony in the time of 
Samuel is that it was an emblem of 
deep penitence, pouring out the soul 
as water, and the registration of a 
solemn vow. 

The great national religious gather- 
ing did not escape the notice of the 
Philistines, by whom it was naturally 
regarded as rebellion against author- 
ity; and they immediately began to 
make preparations to put down what 
they regarded as the revolt of their 
vassals. When tidings came of the 
approach of the Philistine army, the 
children of Israel naturally turned to 
Samuel and Samuel’s God. This re- 
vival had evidently been deep and 
thorough. The promise, given years 
before, was that if they would sin- 
cerely repent they would be delivered 
from their oppressors. They, there- 
fore, rightly plead the Lord’s promise 
through Samuel, the medium through 
whom the promise was made. “Cease

COWPEAS IN CORN FOR PIGS. 

An Illinois correspondent asks: 

“Can cowpeas be grown in corn for 
fall feed for pigs? Would you sow 
them before cultivating the last time; 
and if so, how many pounds per 
acre?” 

Another subscriber writes: 

“Would 
for northern 
line?” 

It must be in mind that the 
cowpea is a warm weather plant. Its 
home is in the sunny south. It cannot 
be planted to advantage in the lati- 
tude of central Iowa and Illinois be- 
fore the time corn comes up, or the 
first week in June. It is killed by the 
first frost; so that it has at best not 
more than one hundred days in which 
to mature. It is a plant that accli- 
mates itself very readily, as shown 
by the numberless varieties and the 
different forms of growth. As we have 
often pointed out, it is not a pea at 
all, but a bean. In the course of accli- 
mation it changes its habits, becomes 
less viney and more upright, becomes 
shorter and yields less per acre. In 
other words, it shrinks to the meas- 
ure of the heat units of the locality 
and modifies its form accordingly. 

We do not believe that the cowpea 
would be of much practical value as 
far north as the northern line of Iowa; 
although it might be grown there, and, 
in point of fact, is grown in southern 
Minnesota. But the cowpea of south-

ern Minnesota is a very different 
plant from the cowpea of southern 
Kansas or northern Mississippi. We 


have for two years seen it growing in 
the neighborhood of Des Moines, sown 
about the first of July and harvested 
as hay about the middle of Septem 
ber, with the peas immature. In other 
words, the New Era, which is the 
earliest type we know of, can be 
grown as a forage crop on the south- 
ern line of Minnesota, but we doubt 
whether it would pay. It can also be 
used as a soiling crop, but we do not 
see that it would have any advantages 
over clover, both of which have the 
power to use the free nitrogen of the 
atmosphere 

There are three objections to plant 
ing it in corn. One is that the depth 
of covering that would be necessary 
to germinate the peas, especially in a 
dry time, would require a deeper plow 
ing of the corn than would be for the 
good of the crop. Every farmer has 
noticed that when he sowed any of 
the large seeds, such as peas or beans, 
and thought he had them covered, a 
heavy rain revealed a good many of 
them on top of the ground. Hence 
they should have at least a two-inch 
covering, which is not easily given in 
the corn belt without a good deal of 
pretty severe root pruning. 

The second objection is that cow- 
peas put in a heavy crop of corn are 
not likely to make very much develop- 
ment, nor would they have very much 
feeding value. 

The third and main objection is that 


the peas would be killed by frost be 
fore any use could be made of the 
corn except as sheep feed, which 
would be entirely practicable. In lat- 
itude 40 to 42 peas might be sown 
in early corn at the last plowing, 
where it was intended to hog down 


the peas and all before a period of 
frost, say turning them in about Sep 
tember Ist and finishing the entire 
crop by the 15th. We doubt, however, 
whether this would pay. 


Where, then, is the place for cow- 
peas? In the latitude of Missouri and 
sonthern Kansas they may be sown 


cn wheat or early oats or barley stub 


ble, and either used as a forage crop 
or cut up with a disk and usei as 
a fertilizer for the wheat crop to be 


sown that fall. They may be used as 
a forage crop and fertilizer where 
clover does not succeed, and, in fact 
may prepare the way for growing 
either clover or alfalfa. They may be 
used as a grain crop, as a forage crop. 
or as a fertilizer in the southern 
states. While they are to the cotton 
country what clover is to the corn 
country, we do not believe they will 
ever come into very general use north 
of latitude 42

CO-OPERATION IN FARM 
FORESTRY. 


In prairie sections one great need of 
the farm is proper shelter, especially 
on the north and west sides. There is 
no investment that can be made that 
will yield greater profit than a good 
shelter belt of this kind. For the last 
twenty years we have insisted on farm- 
ers planting these shelter belts, and 
also on their selecting trees having 
other value besides shelter. 

The early settlers in the prairie sec- 


tions, being in need of shelter, nat- 
urally selected the trees which they 
knew would certainly grow, and that 


could be obtained readily. 
selected willows, which could be 
grown from cuttings; soft maple, 
which grows anywhere in the humid 
region; box elder, which stands the 
wind better than almost any other 
tree; and cottonwood. In many parts 
of the country these were the best 
that could be had at the time, and 
farmers did wisely in planting them; 
but for the last twenty years we have 
urged farmers to plant better trees 
than these. 

Aso will grow quite as well as any 
of those mentioned, will form an ex 
cellent shelter belt, and will grow in 
all parts of the prairie country. There- 
fore why not plant it? It is not valu- 
able as post timber, but the time is 
coming when ash timber will have a 
market value beyond almost any other 
tree except black walnut. In a very 
large section of the country black wal- 
nut will grow quite as well as any 
other tree. Why not plant it? The 
more so, as walnuts are common, can 
be easily gathered, easily kept, and 
planted where they are intended to 
grow, for black walnut does not read- 
ily stand transplanting. 

In southern sections of our territory 
hardy catalpa will perhaps grow more 
rapidly than any other tree. It will 
make a post in from ten to twelve 
years; and if the speciosa variety is 
selected, the post peeled and dried be- 
fore putting in the ground, it will make 
avery excellent post. A catalpa post 
cut green and put in the ground at 
once will rot out in a few years. So 
will any other kind of green post. It 
is utter folly to set green posts in 
almost any kind of soil. 

So much for tree planting in general. 
What we wish to impress upon the 
minds of the farmers at this time is 
to form neighborhood forestry associa- 
tions, to develop a love of forestry and 
be able to buy forest trees in quanti- 
ties at the lowest possible price. Ex- 
ample is a great thing not merely in 
farming, but in everything else. Men 
yield to the unconscious influence of 
example where they will not yield to 
direct teaching. This is the first time 
we have suggested this, but the more 
we think of it the better policy it 
seems. Farmers, get together in 
neighborhood meetings, visit each 
other, and talk over the necessity for 
groves; talk over the kind of trees 
that are adapted to the soil and cli- 
mate; ascertain where they can be 
bought at the lowest price; talk over 
the best methods of planting and culti- 
vation. Make your neighborhood a 
garden spot in a wide expanse of 
prairie. 

Most farmers who will keep their 
eyes open will be able to secure 
catalpa seed of varieties that are un- 
questionably hardy, straight growers, 
and fine post-makers. These seeds 
should be selected now, kept in a dry 
place this winter, planted next spring 
in the garden, and carefully cultivated. 
A year’s time may be saved if farmers 
will make cuttings from hardy catalpa 
trees, callus them, and plant them out 
next year where they are intended to 
stand. 

Callusing is a very simple process. 
All you have to do is to take a bunch of 
cuttings from last year’s growth, from 
trees that are evidently of the right 
sort, cutting them an even length, say 
a foot, tie them together in bundles 
of about a hundred, dig a pit in a dry 
place about the depth of your bundle, 
put the bundles in butts up, cover them 
over with about an inch of dry dirt, 
and cover this with horse manure, let- 
ting them stand there till next spring. 
Then in April take off the horse ma- 
nure, rake the dirt down closely into 
the bundle of cuttings, and let them 
stand till about the first of June! You 
can then plant them as you would 
trees, and save a year’s growth. In 
doing this we would plant them where 
they were intended to stay. 

The thickness of the planting will 
depend upon circumstances. We have 
planted them four feet each way, and 
then cut out every other row and every 
other tree in the row after they were 
three years old. If plants are scarce

we would plant them six by eight, and 
grow a row of potatoes in between; 
anything to be sure that the trees will 
be cultivated. For if they are to make 
good growth the young trees must be 
cultivated just as we would cultivate 
corn. About the second or third year, 
in the case of catalpa, the trees should 
be cut off smooth to the ground. They 
will then throw up straight, hardy 
sprouts, only one of which should be 
allowed to grow, which will make from 
six to eight feet of growth without a 
limb the first year after cutting down. 

Many farmers in the southern part 
of our territory might prefer to grow

osage orange. These grown 
say four feet each way, if properly cul- 
tivated. Usually, however, farmers 


fail to do this, and hence these trees 
do not make proper growth. 

The point we wish to impress upon 
the minds of our readers, however, is 
the necessity for co-operation in plant- 
ing shelter belts, or planting new shel- 
ter belts where inferior trees are now 
growing, and thus move their farms 
one hundred miles south. By this we 
mean, giving your farm the tempera- 
ture of one hundred miles south and 
retaining all the advantages of its pres- 
ent location. No man can feed live 
stock to advantage during the winter 
season unless he has protection, and 
there is no better protection from the 
blizzards that sweep over the country, 
and from the snow drifts, than a good 
shelter belt. 


HOW ABOUT THAT SEED 
CORN? 


Once more we insist that farmers 
without delay ascertain where they 
are to secure their seed corn next 


year. If tuey have picked and dried it 
out as we advised, and are keeping it 
in a well ventilated room where the 
thermometer cannot fall below freez- 
ing, their corn is all right. None the 
less examine it and test it. 

If they do not know where they are 
to get their seed corn, the quicker they 
determine it the better. They may 
think that the best ears of the corn 
they are now husking are all right for 
seed; but if they will examine them, a 
very great number of men will find 
that they are mistaken.

in much of the country was that we 
had a period in October when the ther- 
mometer was below 32 for about 
thirty-six hours. The cob had not yet 
dried out. Had this period lasted but 
twelve hours, probably no damage 
would have been done; but as low a 
temperature as that for thirty-six 
hours, when the cob contains moist- 
ure, is quite likely to kill the germ or 
at least greatly weaken it. Take up 
this matter at once and know surely 
where you are to get your seed corn 
for next year. In very much of our 
territory we expect that seed corn will 
be scarcer next year than for a num- 
ber of years past.

HOGGING DOWN CORN. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I read with keen interest anything 
that promises to save labor for me 
in a profitable way, and I will give 
your readers my experience in hogging 
down corn, a practice I have followed 
for three years. The first year I 
turned fifty-five to sixty head of hogs 
into a six-acre lot of corn after husk- 
ing out about a half of it. The hogs 
got all the corn, pumpkins, and pure 
water they wanted. I never saw hogs 
do better than these. Last year I had 
a field of twenty-four acres, sixteen 
in corn and the balance clover, tim- 
othy, and blue grass pasture mixed, 
with running water in it. I com- 
menced early to feed corn, stalks and 
all, to the hogs, gradually increasing, 
and by the time the corn was pretty 
hard was giving them about all they 
would eat. I had seventy-eight shoats, 
and there were about twelve acres of 
corn left in this field when I turned 
them in. They were mostly March 
with a few April pigs. On December 
5th I sold thirty which averaged 232 
pounds, and December 15th I _ sold 
thirty-five which averaged 21@ pounds. 
The balance I kept for breeding and 
butchering. These hogs had plenty 
of range and were not fat when I sold 
them; possibly I could have put on 
quite a bit of flesh in a short time by 
shutting them in a.small space and 
feeding two or three weeks, but prices 
were good, so I let them go, getting 
$5.80 for the first bunch and $5.75 for 
the second. The fall of 1906 was a 
nice fall for hogging down corn. Had 
it been very wet and muddy I believe 
I would have missed it turning in on 
the twelve acres all at once. As it 
was, the hogs cleaned it up pretty 
well, and what they did not get my 
brood sows and boars cleaned up later 
on. 

This year, 1907, I had about the 
same number of shoats, seventy-nine 
head, and handled them on much the 
same plan as last year, only I did not 
hog down quite so many acres—about 
ten in all. I ran a 26-inch hog wire 
fence around about one-third of the 
ten-acre field and let them clean that 
up first. Then I let them into the 
balance. I think that is better than 
turning into the larger field all at 
once. If corn is blown over much or 
there is much rain they will muss 
over it and the cleaning up at last 
will not be as palatable. These hogs 
had plenty of clover, timothy, and blue 
grass pasture, and access to running 
water. Also to all the pure well water 
they wanted, from a hog waterer, and 
in addition I gave them a liberal sup- 
ply of charcoal with salt. They were 
March and April pigs, mostly March, 
except one catch litter of six which 
came in January. On October 10th 
I sold seven hogs at $6.25; they aver- 
aged 21/ pounds in weight. On Octo 
ber 31st I sold thirty-seven head at 
$5.50, averaging 209 pounds. Novem- 
ber 19th I sold twenty-six head at 5 
cents, with an average weight of 209 
pounds. 

In feeding hogs I attach a good deal 
of importance to change of ground, 
variety of feed, pure water, and plenty 
of charcoal and salt. I have never 
lost any hogs with cholera. I would 
be glad to hear from others who have 
had experience in hogging down corn.

OUTLET ON HIGHWAY. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“Will you please let me know what 
the duty of the township trustees is 
with regard to a culvert in front of 
farm buildings? There are a_ good 
many different opinions in the town- 
ship. Some of the farmers want the 
trustees to put in a culvert in front 
of their gate, and in most places they 
are needed since the road has been 
graded up. The trustees, on the other 
hand, claim that the township makes 
the road and keeps it in good repair 
and everyone who joins it should pro- 
vide their own way of getting on the 
public highway, and if he needs a cul- 
vert to do so, he should put it in him- 
self. Some even threaten to bring 
suit if the trustees do not put in a 
culvert while others fill up the side 
ditches, causing the water to run 
across the road. The trustees have 
consulted the county attorney and he 
says they have no right to spend pub- 
lic money in putting in side culverts 
for the benefit of those who live 
along the road.”

preme court of Iowa has held that 
this section of the law is to be lib- 
erally construed.

I would suggest that if your ingress 
or egress to your property has been 
destroyed, or you have been materi- 
ally damaged, you give the road super- 
visor or township trustees notice io 
that effect in writing, demanding of 
them that they repair the damage, and 
if they fail to do so within twenty 
days, repair the damage yourself, and 
charge it to them, and if necessary, 
bring suit to collect.

A MANURE QUESTION. 


An old farmer who is trying to get 
into dairying on right limes asks the 
following question: 

“Is manure collected from cows 
running on good blue grass pasture in 
the day time and kept in the yard over 
night as valuable as manure from cows 
fed on clover hay and corn?” 

The value of manure lies, first, in 
the amount of nitrogen, potash and 
phosphoric acid it contains; and sec- 
ond, in the amount of humus material. 


‘The amount of the first mentioned ele- 


ments it contains depends altogether 


’ on the character of the feed. A pas- 


ture of blue grass with its accompany- 








ing white clover is a well balanced 
ration and, therefore, gives well bal 
anced manure. If this manure is leit 
in the yard the liquid portions, which 
contain most of the potash and phos 
phorus, are almost entirely wasted 
and the nitrogen is very likely to be 
wasted through fermentation. Ther: 
fore we have no hesitation in saying 
that the manure would be of muc! 
more value dropped in the pastur 
than dropped in the yard. Against thi 
must be balanced the inconveniencs 
of bringing the cattle in from the pas 
ture twice instead of once.

1OWA’S FENCE POST PROBLEM. 

Iowa has less waste land in proportion 
to its total area than any other state in 
the union. This fact, coupled with the 
increasing value of our farm lands which 
is forcing the formation of smaller farms, 
Iowa to use more fence 
other state in the union. 
The development of the dairy and fruit 
industries will call for further’ sub- 
divisions of farm areas, and hence a con- 
stant increase in the number of posts 
used throughout the state.

which is a conservative figure, it would 
require 78,126,000 posts to fence our farms. 
At fifteen cents each, we spend for posts 
alone $11,718,000 every eight or nine years, 
the life of the ordinary post. As we are 
very wide users of white and red cedar 
posts, a large proportion of this sum goes 
outside of the state. The average acre of 
timber of size suitable for posts will pro- 
duce about 3,500 three to five-inch round 
Upon this basis it would take 
22,351 acres every eight years to grow 
the posts necessary for consumption in

this state. Census returns show that we 
have over 200,000 acres of planted timber 
in lowa, yet because of worthless species, 
lack of care, and severe pasturing, this 
large area is not producing what 22,000 


acres of the right species, under reason- 
able management, could be made to pro- 
duce. What a tremendous financial gain 
it would be to the farmer and stockman 
of lowa could this annual expenditure for 
posts of $1,400,000 be kept in the state. 
We can keep it here because experience 
has shown us that we have valuable, 
quick-growing species for every 
section of the state which will produce 
in from six to ten years. 

Our native timber was for many years 
the chief source of our post supply, but 
is this was cut off to make room for pas- 
tures and fields white cedar posts were 
brought in from Wisconsin, Michigan, and 


Minnesota; red cedar posts from Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee; and in limited 
quantities osage orange from Oklahoma, 

Territory. and Texas. These 


Indian 
sources are rapidly becoming exhausted 
as evidenced by the constant increase in 
the price of these imported posts. In 
many cases the price has become almost 
prohibitive and farmers and stockmen 
are turning to the use of posts cut from 
windbreaks and groves of soft woods or 
are experimenting with substitutes. 

Numerous materials are being used in 
the making of fence posts with which it 
is expected to replace the soft or hard 
wood posts now in such common use. 
Cement posts are being tested by many 
and it is probable that there will be a 
very large use of this post throughout 
the state. It is very probable that after 
the test has been made that there will 
gradual turning back to the old 
wooden post, which can be grown suc- 
cessfully on every farm in the state. Be- 
fore deciding upon the wholesale use of 
cement posts one should consider that 
the initial expense is great, that unless 
well set they will be out of alignment in 
a year or two, and that unless rich in 
cement and properly made there will be 
constant danger of heaving and cracking 
to pieces by frost. 

Iron and steel posts have been used to 
a considerable extent in several parts of 
the country but their cost and the fact 
that iron rusts out quickly will prevent 
them from being put into general use. 
The only solution of the problem, there- 
fore, seems to be that we continue the 
use of wooden posts. This cannot be 
done profitably at present prices, but 
every farmer and stockman can grow at 
a profit all posts necessary for his own 
use or he can use_ soft-wooded posts 
treated with some wood preservative like 
creosote. Experiments carried on at 


be a 


Ames, Iowa, have proven. that soft- 
wooded fence posts like those of soft 
maple, cotton wood, or even box elder, 
may be treated with creogote at a cost of 


six to twelve cents and be made to last 
as long or longer than the best grade of 
white cedar posts. 

Iowa land is too valuable for the gen- 
eral practice of forestry. Our farm 
lands have too high a value to de- 
vote them profitably to the growing of 
forest trees over large areas for commer- 
cial purposes. When our neighboring 
states like Nebraska, which has fifteen 
million acres of sandhills, and the lake 
states, which have many millions of acres 
of sand barrens, can produce valuable 
forest trees almost as well as our Iowa 
land, it would not be a practical or profit- 
able thing for us to devote large areas to 
commercial tree growing. Forestry in 
Iowa will be always a farm grove or 
native wood lot proposition. 

The fact that a grove may be made to 
several different purposes will be 
an incentive to the planting of small areas 
on each farm, especially where protection 
from severe winds is needed. It will be 
necessary to use trees in this planting 
which will serve several different pur- 
poses: hence we may be said to be using 
a dual purpose tree 

Much has been said regarding the 
utilization of our waste lands in the pro- 
duction of forest products, but the more 
I see of the state the more I am led to 
helieve that these waste lands can be 
utilized for the growing of anples and 
other fruits. It is well known that fruits

adapted to our climatic conditions suc- 
ceed better on ridge or hill lands, and as 
much of our waste lands are of this char- 
acter we shall probably see more and 
more of them utilized for the production 


of fruit, from which a greater profit can 
be obtained than from the growing of 
forest trees. The trees which are best 


suited for the production of posts in this 
state require good, rich soil; hence it will 
pay the large consumers of posts in this 
state to devote two, four, or more, acres 


of good land to the growing of post 
timber. 

Bearing in mind that a dual purpose 
tree will be most valuable for the Iowa 


planter, the following list gives the trees 
which are best for general planting 
through the state: 

Osage Orange.—Where hardy it is one 
of the best both for the production of 
posts and as a hedge. It will winter kill 
north of a line drawn east and’ west 
through Des Moines; hence it may be said 


to be only adapted for planting in the 
southern half of the state. So far it has 
been planted largely in the state as a 
hedge, and where so planted has many 


disadvantages. Of all trees growing in 
the state it has the most tenacious root 
system and will take fertility from the 
soil for a long distance about the tree. 
Its thorny nature also makes it very dis- 
agreeable to handle. However, where 
planted in grove form four by eight feet, 
and given cultivation for the first few 
years, it will grow rapidly, producing 
posts which have greater durability in 
contact with the soil than anything 
which can be grown in the state. 

Hardy Catalpa.—This tree or its near 
relative, the southern catalpa, has been 
very widely planted in the state with 





more or less—usually less—success. If 
the hardy catalpa is used it will be hardy 
throughout the state, and when planted 
four or six by six it will produce fence 
posts in from eight to ten years which 
when peeled and well seasoned will last 
from fifteen to twenty years. There are 
a number of excellent groves of the hardy 
catalpa in various parts of the state, also 
a number in eastern Nebraska and 
Kansas. By actual measurement some of 
these groves have produced as high as 
fourteen to eighteen dollars per acre per 
year for the entire time that the soil was 
occupied by the trees. 

European Larch.--Unlike its American 
cousin, the tamarack, this tree will not 
succeed in moist soil, but requires well 
drained,situations. It grows quite rapid- 
ly and produces posts and poles which 
have a durability about equal to that of 
the white cedar. There are plantations 
at Atlantic and Waverly, Iowa, ranging 
from twenty-five to forty years old, from 
which telephone poles are now being sold 
for one dollar to one dollar and twenty 
cents apiece. It is well adapted for plant- 
ing on hillsides or ridges where not too 
greatly exposed to severe winds, and if 
cultivated for the first few years will pro- 
duce posts in from ten to eighteen years 

Black Locust.—Of all trees grown in 
the state this tree would be most valu- 
able for the production of posts and farm 
repair material were it not for the fact 
that the locust borer is almost sure to 
destroy the tree before it becomes of posi 
size. The seedlings grow very rapidly 
and will succeed in almost any soil, and 
the timber when well seasoned ranks next 
to osage orange in durability. Until we 
have determined upon a method of grow- 
ing it without injury from the borer we 
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do not feel safe in recommending it for 
general planting. 

Honey Locust.—This is native along 
river bottoms throughout the state and 
is a moderately rapid grower, producing, 
when given care and attention, post tim- 
ber in from eleven to nineteen years. It 
is adapted for planting in moist situa- 
tions and is very free from insects and 
fungi. There is a thornless form which 
it > hoped can be propagated from the 
seed. 

Green Ash.—Of all the trees which 
were planted in timber claims throughout 
our middle western s.ates a number of 
years ago the green ash succeeded best 
of all. Where others failed entirely the 
green ash held on and often produced 
timber of iarge size and of much value. 
The fact that it will grow in soils which 
are rather alkaline increases its value for 
general planting. It is, however, rather 
a slow grower and its wood !s not espe- 
clally durable. Its strength value is large, 
thus making it especially valuable for re- 

air materia and pples for use about the 
arm. 

There are several quick-growing, soft- 
wooded species such as the willows, soft 
maple, and cottonwood, which have high 
value for planting under certain condi- 
tions. In very moist situations, espe- 
cially where there is danger of erosion 
the willows are very valuable and when 
cut on a short rotation at the right sea- 
son of the year the willow makes a fair 
st. Of the soft woods the soft maple 
as the highest fuel value and where 


properly planted is a _ splendid quick 
grower. The cottonwood has been ex- 
tensively planted in the state, but too 


often attempts have been made to grow 
it in grove form on rather dry uplands. 
It is almost sure to fail under these con- 
ditions, but it will succeed 4n grove form 
where planted on low, moist ground, such 
as bottom lands near our streams. 

Fence posts cut from these soft woods 
can be bought for from four to eight 
cents apiece and with a treatment of 
creosote which will cost from six to ten 
cents more we can get posts for from ten 
to eighteen cents which will be more 
durable than the white cedar which we 
are now obtaining in our local markets. 
This is an important phase of the post 

roblem which can only be touched upon 
n this paper, but to which I believe more 
attention will be paid in the next few 
years. 

There are a number of slower growing 
trees which may be profitably grown un- 
der certain conditions either in combina- 
tion with quick-growing species or plant- 
ed by themselves The black’ walnut, 
coffee tree, white ash, red elm, red oak, 
Russian olive and Russian mulberry all 
have a decided value to the Iowa tree 

lanter, especially if he desires to pro- 

uce large timbers in connection with the 
production of posts. 

Seedlings are more desirable for gen- 
eral use than seed This is a greater 
surety of returns, and unless the planter 
has a definite knowledge of handling the 
seed he is almost sure to suffer consider- 
able loss. Seedlings from one to two 
years old and once transplanted should be 
used. These should be set close together 
and then thinned as they begin injuring 
each other by crowding. Where large 
areas are to be planted two or five men 








usually work together and plant the seed- 
lings by use of the mattock or spade. 

Our native timber wherever it still ex- 
ists along our rivers and streams is made 
up largely of oak, ash, maple, elm, hick- 
ory, and a number of forest tree weeds 
such as the ironwood, the hawthornes, 
the june berry, and other low-growing, 
shade-enduring trees. Because of the 
amount of tree planting which has been 
done in the state it is probable that the 
total area of woodland has not greatly 
decreased since the settlement of the 
state. It is safe to say that from ten 
to fifteen per cent of the state will al- 
ways be in timber. 

Farmers and stockmen are paying more 
and more attention to the matter of 
breeding and improvement of crop or 
stock and yet little or no attention is 
being paid to our great agricultural crop 
the forest trees. We cannot grow trees 
and stock on the same land successfully. 
The common reason for pasturing of wood 
lots is the need for more pasture. It 
would be very much more profitable both 
to the stock and to their owner should 
he cut off two-thirds of his wood lot and 
turn it into a good open pasture and ex- 
clude all stock from the other third of 
the wood lot. By excluding stock, pro- 
tecting from fire, and giving a reasonable 
amount of thinning, the one-third of the 
wood lot could be made to produce more 
timber than all of the wood lot under old 
conditions. At the same time the pas- 
ture free from trees would have grass 
of much greater value. If it is still neces- 
sary to have a small portion of the wood 
lot given up to protection of stock let 
the owner fence off one or two acres 
which will be accessible from the large 
pasture and this area will protect the 
stock and protect the rest of the wood 
— from injury by trampling and brows- 
ng. 

After stock has 


been excluded begin 
thinning at once. Thin often but not too 
heavily. Take little or nothing from 
steep hillsides where removal of the trees 
would induce soil erosion. Large, over- 
mature and dying trees should not be 
left, as they retard the development of 
the younger and better sorts. Take out 
the forest weeds such as the ironwood, 
hawthorne, prickly ash, and sumacs, as 
they are occupying ground at a loss to 
the owner. Where it is desirable to re- 
produce the forest by sprouts cutting can 
be carried on to best advantage in the 
winter time, but where durability of tim- 
ber alone is considered posts should be 
cut in late summer or early fall when 
the sap is up or during what lumbermen 
call the “second running of the sap.” 

Where there are large open areas in 
the wood lot which if left will come up 
to grass and brush they should be planted 
with seedlings such as the red oak, hack- 
berry, honey locust, red elm, hard maple, 
or coffee tree. 

The fence post problem is up to the 
owners of woodland in the state, and if 
it is desired to retain the million and 
a quarter dollars which is being spent 
each year for fence posts something must 
be done in the way of planting valuable 
species or caring for the trees which we 
now have. As our people have arisen to 
the necessity of improving stock and 
grain they will arise to the necessity of

THE LINCOLN HORSE SALE. 


The sale of imported Percheron and 
Shire stallions held at Lincoln, Nebraska, 
December 3, by Watson, Woods Bros. & 
Kelly Co., was not as successful as the 
merits of the offering warranted. Not a 
very large crowd was in attendance which 
no doubt was due to the fact that the sale 
was held during the week of International 
festivities at Chicago, where all horsemen 
are more or less interested. The sale was 
conducted by Col. F. M. Woods, who in 
his opening remarks announced that every 
horse brought in the ring would be sold if 
there was a starting bid without any pro- 
tection whatever. This custom has been 
carried out to the letter in the two 
previous sales held by these gentlemen, 
and as might naturally be expected this 
one was no exception. The Watson, 
Woods Bros. & Kelly Co., have persistent- 


ly endeavored to establish a public sale 
system for imported horses and it is to be 
regretted that their ambitions were not 


more fruitful of success as they could 
afford to sell for less money at public 
sale than at private treaty and yet be 


as profitable to the sellers. It was a high 
class lot of young stallions they had pro- 
vided for this sale and those who wanted 
horses and were not there missed an op- 
portunity that is not likely to occur again 
soon. They put the strongest possible 
guarantee on their horses and sold them 
as long as a starting bid could be had. 
In all ten head were disposed of, nine 
Percherons and one Shire. Prices ranged 
from $800 to $1,460. W. H. Kerr, of Ben- 
nington, Nebraska, paid the high price 
for the beautiful black three-year-old, 
Sineau 220 (64863), a grand-son of Bril- 
liant 3d. Mr. Kerr secured ancther great 
bargain in the grey three-year-old, Didi 
212 (61849), at $800. He was the last 
horse sold and went at the starting bid; 
he was the only horse sold below £1,000.
